| F LIBEL VERDICT. 

In fixing the damages against the Chi- 
cago Tribune at six cents it is probable 
that the jury put on the extra cent for 
Henry Ford either as a tribute to the rise 
in high costs or as a war tax. | 


At any rate the net result of Mr. Ford’s 
battle against journalism is the price of a 
street car ride and cne extra cent fr a 
sinking fund. 


Meanwhile the public at large has learned 
much about Henry. They have found that 
he thinks Benedict Arnold was a prominent 
writer and that the War of 1812 was the 
war in which we won our independence 
from England. An anarchist according to 
Henry is a man who throws bombs. 

The net result has not been without re- 
sult to the public: we have been able to 
get a line on Henry. Everyone will have 
to confess to a liking for him: even his 
maive ignorance is rather appealing But 
the next time ne gives out a long solemn 
interview of writes a piece for his own 
paper or runs for the United States Senate 
the public will dismies the eruption 
an indulgent smile 


Incidentally, Henry, with the rest of the 
world, has discovered that it does not pay 
to sue newspapers for libel. In the long 
run of libel suits the proportion of ore 
panned has been dismally small. 


The average jury of decent-minded Amer- 
icans has usually come to two conclu- 
sions: that nine out of ten libel litigants 
have small merit in their demands; and 
that the offending newspaper meets its 
just deserts in other ways more certain 
and more relentless. 

The publication thst deals in falsity and 
willful injustice Inevitably meets the same 
fate in the long run as the grocer who 
sands his sugar or edculterates his coffee; 
the customers go chewhere. 

In the case of Mr. Ford the conclusion 
was clear; the Chicago Tribune did a 
public service in its fearless challenge. 

Although a good man of honest inten- 
tions Mr, Ford was in danger of becoming 
a public menace. With more money than 
he knew what to do with Henry had al- 
lowed hig natural vanity to draw him into 
strange and devious pathways. Egged on 
by “kept” newspaper writers, ty parlor So- 
cialists sud by propagandists” of more evil 
désign Henry had perticipatei unknowing- 
ly in the manufacture of many strange 
dishes. 

Through his wealtn and position in the 
industrial world the bubbles given forth by 
Henry through hia designing friends were 
gaining @ circulation with many dangerous 
possibilities. 7 

Left to himself the anarchistic writings 
of an obscure newspaper writer named 
Delavine were quite harmless; but spread 
abroad in page advertisements by Henry's 
wealth they gained strength and peril. 

The windy speeches of a fat Austrian 
woman yawping aroand the parlors of the 
Washington boarding-houses were calculat- 
ed to do fo harm; but when she persuaded 
Henry to put up a milion or co to send a 
peace ship to Burope to stop the war the 
nation that owned Henry's allegiance was 
drawn into troubled waters. 

As long as Mr. Ford was content to man - 
ufacture automobiles it was his own affair, 
no matter how much or how little he knew 
about anarchy, Benedict Arnold or the War 
of 1812. But When he tried to regulate the 
world in the relations of anarchy, social 
progress and the monetary systems it was 
right and proper that Henry should be re- 
lentlessly shown up. 

The revelations of the Tribune libel suit 
undoubtedly astonished a great many peo- 
ple—none more than Henry. r 

He was an anarchist by proxy through 
the writings of his Mr. Delavine; but he 
Gant know it. He was innocently giving 
forth all sorts of doctrinés the purport of 
which he knew not. 

Henry probably stands scandalized. 

He has accumulated a lot.of valuable in- 
formation about uimself. 

He really ought to give back the six cents 
to show his gratitude. 


ADDISTS BREAK LOOSE AGAIN. 

Certain parlor Socialists, who were 

relegated to the background during the 
stern days of war and war activities, are 
coming forward with new nostrums for po- 
litical and social regeneration. They have 
taken their old fads cut of the moth balls. 
dusted them and are parading in them 
again before the public view. 

Their first offensive is directed towards 
a new city charter. They have taken up 
the draft of the charter that was rejected 
three years ago and are massing for a new 
attempt to put it over. That charter was 
rejected dy reason cf its radicalism: but 
the faddists believe that public attention 
has been so draw from purely local affairs 
that a radical charter might slip by without 
attracting marked attention. 1 

Titre is already a plan on foot for a 
combination of the faddists, radicals and 
politicians who are interested chiefly in 
higher salaries and more sinecures. The 
following extract from the new charter 
propaganda is significant: 

That the city government should be 
radically changed, including a raise of 
the standard of officials elected, by rnis- 
ing the remuneration substantially, was 
contended by the city officials con- 
cerned in the new charter plan. 

The whole experience of State and mu- 
nicipal government in this country, how- 
ever, does not contain a single case in 
which the standard of officials elected was 
increased by “raising the remuneration sub- 
stantially.” The result has been just the 
opposite. The more money that was put 
into political positions the greater became 
the corruption. It fs often true that men 
and women who serve solely for the re- 
muneration offered are the least desirable 
public servants. They are the ones who 
become involved in graft scandals. The 
fact that their minds are centered on their 
own pay blindes them to the public good. 
Los Angeles will not secure more efficient 
municipal service hy raising the pay of 
elective officials. The best service ren- 
, dered during the war was by the dollar- a- 
year men. The same principle holds good 
in the municipal service. 

The Los Angeles city charter is far from 
perfect; but its chief faults are to be found 
in Its radicalism. A rroposal for a charter

TREET CAR STRAITS. 

While the coat of street ratlroading 
has kept fully abreast of thé bigh cost of 
living during the last five years the fares 
which the comparies are permitted to 
charge generally rest where they stood at 
the beginning of the war. It costs 75 per 
cent. more to run the street railways than 
it did in 1914; as there has been no in- 
crease in income nearly all the street rail- 
ways of the country are on the ve.ge of 
bankruptcy. 

The wrecking of the trolley companies 
and the scrapping of the systems are as 
certain as the c of the suns unless 
immediate and substantial relief is devised. 
The stockholders cannot be expected to 
continue to forego dividends and indefi- 
nitely meet heaty avsessments to make up 
deficits while bondholders clamor for un- 
paid interest and banks call in loans—and 
widows and children miss the cash that 
came from coupons, but comes no more. 

President Wilson warned State and mu- 
nicipal commisvions a year ago to take 
steps to save these public utilities from 
destruction which. was certain to follow the 
increased cost of operation if ; rovision was 
not made to increase their incomes. t 
the same time the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency pointed out that more than $800,000,- 
000 of the securities of the public utilities 
were held by ths banks and were becom- 
ing doubtful collaters! while thousands of 
bondholders of moderate means were los- 
ing their all. But there warnings have not 
been sufficient to plerce the armor of pub- 
lic indifference. The employees of the 
companies continue to make demands for 
higher wages; hut most of ths: companies 
have reached the point where they are not 
even able to raise the money to meet pres- 
ent pay rolls. 

This condition furnishes a sad commen- 
tary on the economi- wisdom of the differ- 
ent State and municipal commissions 
clothed with the power of reguiating street 


Tailway companies. They have permitted | 


company after compeny to go into insol- 
vency because they did not possess suffi- 
ctent character to grant advances in rates 
in keeping with the advanced cost of oper- 
ation. 

That such a course would not be popular 
for the moment is granted, and it is per- 
haps too idéalistic to expect politicians to 
do something which is at the moment un- 
popular. But it is aot always good to hu- 
mor the public in too many of its foibles; 
for the public itself has a sense of right 
and wrong that, once aroused, asserts itself 
to the confusiop of the politicians. 

Testimony was recently given before the 
Federal Electric Railway Commission to 
the effect that 90 per cent. of the street 
railways of the country are in a bankrupt 
condition. The biame was laid upon the 
municipal and State Public Utility Com- 
missions that were too cowardly to ap- 
prove an increase in rates sufficient to 
keep the companies in a condition of sol- 
vency. It was charged that, in nearly 
every instance, the commissions were 
made up of petty potiticians or publicown- 
ership faddists; and that they possessed 
neither the courage nor the brains to han- 
dle the situation intelligently. ; 

Equally interesting was the reply made 
by the faddists and the corporation baiters 


to a demand for rational rate-fixing. Mayor 


Couzens of Detroit made the con- 
tention that the solution of the problem 
was to be found in municipal operation of 
the street railways FREE for the use of 
the public. He advocated GIVING FREE 
RIDES and raising taxes by levying gen- 
eral property assessments to defray the: 
cost of operation: No. fares, but more 
taxes! The Mayor declared that it was as 
unredsonable to charge the people for the 
use of the street cars as it would be to 
cha: ge them for walhing on the sidewalks— 
that the way to do it was to squeeze the 
taxpayers, whether they ride or not. Con- 
fiscation is the idea! Take what you want 
from those who have“ 

This proposal is meeting with the enthn- 
silastic support of the Bolshevists and rad- 
ical unionists. It is another Lenine policy, 
lifted bodily from the revised Russian stat- 
utes for 1919. It ts in theoretical opera- 
tion in nearly all the Russian cities: but 
its practical operation is suspended because 
the government has failed to find money to 
pay for running the cars. If the cars would 
only run the plan might work, say the so- 
viet propagandists; but THE PRIVILEGE 
OF RIDING FRE DOES NOT POSSESS 
AN INORDINATE VALUE WHEN NO 
‘CARS ARE ON THE STREETS. 

There is food for sober reflection in the 
thought that radicalism has been pérmit- 
ted to develop in this country to the ex- 
tent that the street railway eystems of 
many large cities are collapsing. The 
street car is one of the prime necessities 
of modern life. It is the vehicle of the 
common people. Tho wealthy are able to 
ride about in their limousines, but the 
street car is the friend of the poor. To 
deliberately force into bankruptcy the com- 
panies that have bullded these systems Is 
not commendable an the part of the pub- 
lic. The roads are being taxed and regu- 
lated into insolvency; it is confiscation of 
property under the cloak of the law. But 
when law is separated from justice, when 
society sanctions crganized stealing, the 
fleld is being clearec for the destruction 
of government. 

The soviets are advancing the argument 
that paying fare for riding in street cars is 
as unjust to the common people as was 
the toll road in vogue a hundred years ago. 
They give no consideration to the question 
of the right to force the owner of a bicy- 
cle or a Ford to pay for the support of the 
street cars on which they do not ride. 
They give no heed to the right or wrong 
of confiscating the property of the railway 
companies or to the confiscation of other 
property to get money to pay the cost of 
running the roads. Double taxation means 
nothing to malignant intelligence or sin- 
cere ignorance. 

The experience of the last four rears has 
proved beyond reasonable doubt that the 
trolley situation would not be relieved by 
municipal or State ownership. Wherever 
that has been trie? the cost of operation 
has increased and the service has depre- 
elated. If the city of Los Angeles oper- 
ated street caps on a sound firancial basis 

its first act would necessarily be to in- 
crease fares to equa! the increased cost of 
living. Failing to do so, there would be « 


a 
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deficit to be made up by levying additional 
real and personal property taxes. 

Adopting the Russian soviet system of 
street railroading will doubtless be ad- 
vocated by the proponents of public owner 
ship. It is the only way to cover up the 
actual cost of operation. But the experi- 
ence of Russia lends little encouragement 
for adopting such a plan. POSSESSING 
THE THEORETICAL RIGHT TO RIDE 
FREE, THE RUSSIAN PUBLIC WALKS. 
It is in such a contretemps that soviet poli- 
cies always end. 

The employees of the street raflways are 
entitled to a Ming wage; and the oper- t 
ators and owners are entitled to the right 
to collect fares sufficient to pay that wage. 
If we are to have regulating commissions 
they should be composed of men and wom- 
en of sufficient character to cut where fares 
are excessive and to grant increases where 
increases are necessary.

Pending Report of Police on 
Gandiér Law’s Status.

City Attorney Issues Long 
Review of Situation. 


The Police Commission was asked 
yesterday by the City Council at the 
request of the Public Welfare Com- 
mittee to secure from the police a 
report ag to what is being done to 
enforce the Gandier ordinance and 
to stop the reported selling of 2.75 
per cent. beer by unlicensed dealers. 
Pending receipts of this report the 
Public Welfare Committee will take 
no action on Dr. J. T. Montgomery's 
proposed bone-dry ordinance. 

City Attorney Burnell yesterday 
gave out a statement in which he 


declared he heartily concurred in 
the announced purpose of the city 
administration to strictly enforce 
the Gandier ordinance. Mr. Bur- 
nell said Gandier Ilicense-holders 
must sell 2.75 beer with bona-fide 
meals, thus putting a ban on “rub- 
ber” sandwiches. « 

Mr. Burnell also said he believes 
the Council has the power to pass 
a “bone dry” ordinance. His state- 
ment is as follows: 

“The ruling of Superior Judge 
Weller on the application for a 
tenPporary restraining order enjoin- 
ing the Chief of Police from mak- 
ing arrests of either of the four 
plaintiffs in the case for violations 
of the Gandier ordinance seems to 
have been misunderstood by a num- 
ber of persons desirous of selling 
the so-called 2.75 per cent. beer, 
and I am advised that at a num- 
ber of places throughout the city, 
beer containing up to that per- 
centage of alcohol is being sold by 
persons not having liquor licenses, 
and, not only that, but that it is 
being sold without bona-fide meals, 
and to women and minors. 

“Tt io my contention, and the 
contention of the police depart- 
ment, that even if so much of the 
Gandier ordinance as relates to the 
sale of liquor in fact intoxicating 
is temporarily suspended by the 
Federal war-time . prohibition act, 
the ordinance is still in full force 
and effect with relation to the sale 


lof all beverages which, though not 


Intoxicating. are alcoholic. 

“The construction of the Federal 
law by United States Judge Piedsoe 
of this district is that the govern- 
ment has only prohibited the sale 
of liquor which is actually intox!- 
eating. The Gandier ordinance, 
however, does not merely regulate 
the sale of intoxicating liquor: it 
regulates the sale of alcoholic 
liquor, and the courts have many 
times held that a city in the exer- 
cise of ite police power has a right 
to regulate the sale of such bever- 


ages. 

“Tt is, I am assured, the purpose 
of the city administration—in 
which purpose I heartily concur— 
to arrest and vigorously prosecute 
every person who conducts any 
traffic in any beverage containing

Immediately upon the 
réndition of Judge Biedsoe’s opin- 
ion construing the Federal law, I 
advised the City Clerk that he 
might issue licenses to those to 
whom the Police Commission had 
granted permits, and I understand 
that a number of such licenses have 
been issued within the past few 
days. As to holders of such licenses, 
they may continue to do business 
as heretofore, subject, of course, to 
the provisions of the Federal law, 
any violator of which will, of 
course, be dealt with by the United 
States authorities. 


“The City Council now has under 
consideration the enactment of an 
absolute prohibition ordinance; this 
matter has not as yet been referred 
to me, but if the Councll shall de- 
cide on this policy I will immedi- 
ately prepare such ordinance, and 
I believe it is within the power of 
the Council to enact the same if 
in their wisdom the public interest 
and necessity require it. If such 
ordinance is enacted and is attacked 
in the courts, it goes without say- 
ing that I shall fight to uphold it | 
just as hard as I fought to uphold 
the Gandier ordinance a year ago 
last epring. 

“I may add that in handling the 


liquor situation the Mayor, the 
Council, the Chief of Police, the 
City Prosecutor and myself have 


been, and are, n full accord.”
